MILWAUKEE, Wis., May I.— The 
dec ision of the supreme court sustain­ 
ing Judge Halsey in having declared 
District Attorney Francis E. McGov-1 
e m and Assistant District Attorneys 
Guy D. Goff and Henry F. Cochems in 
contempt for refusing to answer the 
questions propounded to them in the 
discovery examinations of Charles F. 
Pfister, in which they, with H. P. 
Myrick, John J. Harvey, .lames K. lis­ 
le} and the Milwaukee Free Press are 
defendants, probably will never go; 
into effect as the defendants are ex­ 
pected now to answer the questions 
as directed. 
The order of Judge Halsey was af­ 
firmed by a divided bench. 
Justice 
Timlin not participating in the case, 
as he was formerly of counsel for the 
defendants in the case. 
The questions over which the con­ 
troversy arose were propounded to j 
Messrs. McGovern, Goff and Cochems, j 
by Attorney Charles Quarles, in July, 
1906, while they were being examin­ 
ed before Commissioner 
Roehr 
in 
connex ion with Mr. Pflster’s $500,- 
000 A a sp i racy suit. 
All bore refer­ 
ence to the actions of the defendants I 
prior to the calling of the grand jury j 
and at or about the time the indict­ 
ment was returned against Mr. Pflster 
which caused the conspiracy suit. 
Some forty questions were put to 
Mr. McGovern along this line, while 
Messrs. Goff and Cochems had about 
half that number. 
They all declined 
on advice of counsel, to answer them 
and the m atter was certified up to 
Judge Halsey. 
On October 19, after 
hearing arguments, 
Judge 
Halsey 
ruled that the matter inquired into 
was not privileged and ordered the 
defendants to answer the questions. 
Adjudged in Contempt 
They gave notice of an appeal, but 
it was necessary before the appeal 
could be taken, for them to complete 
the record. 
Therefore they went be-, 
fore Commissioner Roehr. the ques­ 
tions were again propounded by At­ 
torney Quarles and again the defend­ 
ants refused to reply to them. 
Commissioner Roehr thereupon ad­ 
judged them in contempt and issued 
an order committing them to 
the 
county jail . This order was imme­ 
diately taken before Judge Halsey for 
review and on November 23 he re­ 
fused to vacate it. 
A stay of execu­ 
tion was ordered, however, and the 
m atter was immediately taken to the 
supreme court. 
In all these proceedings Associate 
Justice Timlin of the supreme court 
at fed as counsel for Messrs. Myrick 
and Harvey and the Free Press, sev­ 
ering his connection with the 
case 
when he ascended the supreme bench 
iii January of this year.
